Although strong efforts were made to 
preserve ssorecy concerning the details 
of the plan, its featurai have been ob- 
tained from unquestionable authority. 
Th* tariff bill will be entitled "A bill 
to increase the revenues and to prevent 
deficits in the treasury." and trill go 
into effect when signed by ths presi- 
dent, if he signs it, and will remain in 
effect until August 1, 1838. when, by 
its provisions, iti operations cease. 


Its items follow: A duty on wool of 


60 per oent of the McKinley law rates; 
a compensatory duty on woolen goodi 
of 00 per cent of the Mclviuley act rates; 
a daty of GO per cent of the rate of 1690 
on lumber, irhich will be from 10 to IS 
per cent ad valorem; an increase of >!5 
per cent from the Wilson-Gorman not 
rates ou careal breadstuffs, dairy prod- 
ucts and live atock, including poultry; 
a horizontal increase of 15 per cunt from 
the Wilson-Gorman rates on all other 
schedules, with the provision that in 
no o_a»e shall the duty «oeed the Mo- 
Kinley rates except where the Wiiion- 
Gormaa. rates exceed those of ths Mc- 
Kinley law. 


The second bill will provide for tw« 


issues of bonds. 
The first will be an 


unlimited amount of 8 par cent five-year 
coin bonds to protect the fold reserve, 
with the provision that the currency re- 
deemed by the proceeds shall aot be 
paid out for current deficit* in the r«r- 
esnes unless the expenses of the govern- 
ment are in exoeu of the revenues, 
(which it is expected they will not be if 
the first bill is in operation). 
In addi- 


tion the second bill trill provid* for ont 
year 2 per cent treasury certificates of 
Indebtedness not to exceed |50,000,000 in 
amount, and to be disposed of at ths 
discretion of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to meet currant deficits in the rev- 
enue. These ara to be offered for sale 
at the sabtreasuries and depositories of 
the government. 


It is possible also that there may b« 


added to this bill a plan to increase th* 
currency by authorizing national banks 
to issue circulation to the par value of 
all the government, bonds deposited by 
them with the government a* security 
for their notes.
